Mayor Slocum which we published yestt-r- 
day are both very good reading. 
Our new 


mayor has expressed plainly His views of 
Ihe chaages and improvement necessary in 
conducting Ihe cily's affairs, and we have 
no doubt he will carry out the 
wholesome 


policy he has indicated to the satisfaction 
of all whose satisfaction is worth try ing to 
win. 
We notice with pleasure his refer- 


ence to tho police force, and we are confi- 
dent that he will make It as effective us is 
possible fnr a force of its size, and we hope 
he will secure its enlargement. 


Tho address of Mayor Atkinson com- 


mands attentive reading, because it is the 
result of five years experience in the exec- 
titive office of this city. 
We wish to call 


particular attention lo Mr. Atkinson's allu- 
sion to the question of a water supply. 
It 


is not suitable at all that a cily of Iho size 
and character of Newport should depend on 
private wells and cisterns for its water sup- 
ply. 
This supply is not satisfactory in 


quantity or quality, and the time is coming 
shortly, if it is not now here, when a gene- 
ral water supply, abundant enough for anj 
emergency of Sre, good enough for _ drink- 
ing f.urposcs at all seasons, and convenient- 
ly distributed, will he the demand of Ihe 
city. 


The matter of a fire alarm telegraph has 


already 'been brought 
prominently before 


the public, by the action of the firemen's 
convention recently, the frequency of false 
alarms, and by comments in these columns. 
Mr. Atkinson says that the suviug to tbo 
city would 
pay for the telegraph iu five 


years. 
We commend this estlmatf, by one 


whose word carries wiih it great weight, to 
the careful attention of the new city coun- 
cil, wilh the earnest hope that some favora- 
ble action may be taken in Iho matter before 
niacy months. 


But the best part of Ihe ex-mayor's ad- 


dress is lhal which refers lo Ihe late unfor- 
tunate changes in the city charter. All 
political power originates with tho people, 
but it is always productive of trouble when 
the people undertakes to do its own govern- 
ing directly, 
The people is loo large and 


unwieldy amass, and contains loo large a 
proportion ol floating voters to undertake 
[0 manage the details of both making and 
executing its own desires. Educational ani 
judiciary officers should never ba elected 
by the people. \Yhile they are it will never 
be possible to obtain for such offices men of 
the ability and personal independence that 
are needed. 


It may be perfectly true that we have lost 


nothing this lime iu the change. 
We have 


lost an excellent school superintendent and 
an excellent high school teacher. 
We have 


several excellent gentlemen to fill the va- 
cancies, but it is nevertheless true that our 
school system 
is seriously damaged by 


making the superintendent an officer direct- 
ly responsible to the people. 
It will be im- 


possible to get a really able man, it we 
should ever wish it, to come here 
from 


abroad and take that piece, if his retention 
of it wern to depend on hia personal popu- 
larity wilh the people. 
lie would know 


that every father of an unruly boy punished 
by him and every father of a dunce to whom 
he could not furnish brains would be certain 
to vote against him.

the hearty good wishes of all good citizens, 
aud we assure Jlayor Slocum that he will 
have our full cooperation and sympathy in 
all the efforts he will make to render our 
city more healthy, more wealthy or more 
wiie.
